In three races, early in the New York racing season, Nantallah estab- 
lished a reputation which carried through to the end of the year and 
a high rating on the Experimental. The son of *Nasrullah was rated 
nine pounds below the leader— 


117 pounds on Experimental H. 


His career at 2 saw him win his first start in :5934 — the fastest 
time of the year at Jamaica. Then in the Juvenile and National Stallion 
Stakes he lost to Polly’s Jet, but in the latter turned back Nail. Nan- 
tallah slipped under the wire netting of his stable door at Aqueduct 
and ran away. He suffered an injury and did not race again as a 
2-year-old. 


In 1956 Nantallah won his first start at Hialeah, six furlongs in 
1:1024. He won again at Hialeah in 1:1044 and then finished out of 
the money for the only time in the Bahamas Handicap in a race in 
which he slipped and slid on a muddy track. In his final race he ran 
six furlongs in 1:10. Tendon trouble terminated his career right 
when he was considered one of the top contenders for the Flamingo 
Stakes. 


Nantallah entered the stud at Claiborne in 1957, the first son of 
*Nasrullah to stand here. He had a full book.

The arrival of *Miche at Sandy Point Farm for the 1958 
season, presents the New England breeders and those of 
other sections, with a brand new opportunity.

a 6-furlong handicap in 1:10%, and also the Sysonby Hand- 
icap in 1:35%. *Miche won stakes and handicaps from the 
age of four through seven. Versatile, brilliant, rugged, sound 
— these were *Miche’s qualities. 


Foaled in Argentina, *Miche has an outstanding pedigree, 
which combines the two strongest families of the country. 
His sire Michel, a stakes winner in four seasons, was also 
a prominent sire in the Argentine. Michel is by Parwiz, 
which won stakes in England, and was also top Argentine 
sire. He was half-brother to the great English Derby win- 
ner and sire, Manna, and the St. Leger winner, Sandwich, 
Both Michel and Parwiz were sons of Phalaris, the male line 
of which is the strongest in the world today. His dam Pura 
Suerte was by Cocles (top 3-year-old of his year, and brother 
to the Argentine Derby winner Camerino) which was by the 
great Copyright.

Swift Sword, a son of *Blenheim II, was one of the leading 
2-year-olds of his year. He had won his first start, at 
Jamaica, in the spring. Then he placed in the Juvenile 
Stakes at Belmont and the Flash and U. S. Hotel Stakes at 
Saratoga. At Belmont in the fall he won at 6 furlongs in 
1:0945 and then placed in the Remsen. 


Swift Sword gave notice at the Tropical Park winter meeting 
that he was to be the 3-year-old to beat at Hialeah when 
he won all three of the leading 3-year-old races at the meet- 
ing. He won the Gainsville Handicap by over three lengths 
easily, and then under 124 lbs., ran the fastest 5% furlongs 


of the meeting in 1:04 to win the De Soto Handicap. In 
his third start, the Coral Gables Handicap, Swift Sword car- 
ried 128 lbs. for a ridiculously easy triumph at 6 furlongs. 
Swift Sword was later injured and has not raced since. 


Swift Sword was rated at 117 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap, one of the highest weights ever assigned a son 
of *Blenheim II, one of America’s great sires. The dam of 
Swift Sword, Bell Song, won and was second in the Princess 
Doreen Stakes. From four foals to race, four have won. By 
Menow, Bell Song is half-sister to the stakes winners Unia 
and Stagefright. The second dam was half-sister to the 
Beldame winner Miss Star, and to the extraordinary producer 
Foxiana, dam and granddam of Boojiana, Ghost Run, Blue 
Man, Catspaw, etc.

The Big Strides 


There doesn’t seem to be any obvious 
reason—not in breeding or conformation, 
at any rate—why Bold Ruler couldn’t run 
a good mile and a quarter, and among 
those who still think he can do it is 
jockey Eddie Arcaro. After the Wheat- 
ley Stable colt ran so impressively under 
133 pounds in the Queens County Handi- 
cap, Arcaro told correspondent Pat O’- 
Brien that this was not the same Bold 
Ruler he had ridden this spring. 

“Something was hurting him then, and 
when another horse caught him he had 
an excuse to stop hurting himself. Now 
it’s a different story. First they'll have 
to catch him, and then they'll have to 
pass him,” Arcaro said. 

“He’s got such a wonderful, long stride. 
He can get started so fast under high 
weight that you have to be ready all the 
time or he’ll leave you behind. He’s got 
2 lengths on anything out of the gate. and 
once he’s running alongside another horse 
his stride is about 5 feet longer, so if they 
go stride for stride hell have to gain 
ground. There’s no sense trying to throttle 
him down to keep him even with another 
horse when he can gain on him by just 
taking the same number of strides.” 


O’Brien added his own observations: 
“There has been no throttling down of 
of Bold Ruler in his last 2 races. and the 
results are known. With no strain on his 
mouth he settles into a long, reaching. 
level stride. When he is steadied, the head 
goes up and the motion loses its fluid 
aspects, and he is just another race horse 
fighting himself. There are quite a few 
people sure that Bold Ruler can take this 
speed a mile and a quarter. One is Eddie 
Arcaro.”

Green Colt's Greenbacks 


CamMpEN. Racing’s most trying problem 
in logistics—the counting. folding, and 
transporting to some safe place of more 
than a quarter-million dollars — was suc- 
cessfully solved over the past week-end at 
Garden State Park, a horse arena so suc- 
cessful that one suspects its proprietor has 
discovered the secret of making Instant 
People. Add money and stir, and you get 
the fifth running of the richest race. 

The night before the race a 47-year-old 
Kentuckian with the slightly plausible 
name of Moody Jolley encountered Rich- 
ard Peters, who in a less enlightened era 
was known as a horseman’s bookkeeper 
but is now a racing accountant if you 
don’t want your funds hopelessly tied up. 
Mr. Jolley asked if Mr. Peters had his 
address, which seemed superfluous since 
Mr. Jolley has long been known as the 
successful trainer of Claiborne Farm. Mr. 
Peters replied, of course, that he did, but 
Mr. Jolley insisted that he repeat it out 
loud. 

“T think you will have to send me a 
large check tomorrow afternoon, and I 
want it to get to the right place,” Mr. 
Jolley said with a gleam in his eyes. 

A man familiar with the facts might 
have suspected the trainer of having got 
hold of an overdose of Miltown. The 
Garden State was supposed to be for the 
2-year-old championship. Diligent research 
showed the only accolade bestowed up to 
that time on Mr. Jolley’s ward — Nadir 
— was that of Juvenile Delinquent of 1957. 
At Saratoga he had to be taken away 
from the crowd to be saddled. and he had 
thrown his jockey on the way to the post. 
When a man explained with a grin that he 
was by *Nasrullah you knew what he 
meant. Nadir had won 4 allowance races, 
but he had finished fifth in the Belmont 
Futurity and Champagne Stakes, behind 
several of the same colts he was meeting 
in the Garden State. 

It was conceded that the only reason he 
went to the post in the field of 13 as a 
3.90-to-1 second choice was due to the 
presence on his back of William Hartack, 
a 24-year-old Pennsylvanian engaged in 
rewriting the record book which deals 
with the feats of jockeys. The smart 
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J. Graham Brown’s Bornastar scored her second stakes win of the year in the 
$50,000-added Spinster on October 24. She previously had won the Yo Tambien 
Handicap. She was to start next in the Falls City Handicap November 2. 


money was on Wheatley Stable’s Misty 
Flight, which had looked like a comer in 
finishing second to Jester in the Futurity 
and to Jewel’s Reward in the Champagne. 
Jester had been sidelined for the rest of 
the semester by a bruise on a fore ankle, 
but Jewel’s Reward was second choice in 
the Garden State betting until a few 
minutes before starter Cecil Phillips dis- 
patched the field. 


Headstrong and Willing 


George Lewis’ Music Man Fox, a stakes 
winner in California, and Brookfield 
Farm’s outsider Isendu got off quickest. 
but were quickly joined in the scramble 
for position around the first turn by Ted 
Atkinson, following orders on C. T. Chen- 
ery's Yemen. Yemen came out on top and 
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led Music Man Fox as they straightened 
out on the backstretch. Hartack had 
threaded through horses around the elbow 
to reach third place. As Yemen hit the 
five-eighths-pole 2 lengths in front, Nadir 
suddenly began pulling on Hartack. 

“He’s so moody and green, he’s the 
kind you can’t fool around with,” Hartack 
said afterwards. “No horse can go full 
speed all the way, and with a horse that’s 
always running and trying you give him a 
breather somewhere. But not with Nadir 
because he’s the kind that takes a breather 
at some point when it suits him. He likes 
you to have a good hold on him, but not 
to take him back.” 

So Nadir rolled into position alongside 
the speeding Yemen, 2 lengths in front of 
Music Man Fex, which was about through, 
and 3 lengths in the van of R. D. Prewitt’s 
Terra Firma, which was finding his best 
stride. Jewel’s Reward ran in fifth place 
down most of the backstretch and seemed 
to be in some doubt about the footing. He 
never quit climbing and was not a con- 
tender. Misty Flight, too, seemed to be 
laboring and was caught far back in the 
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pack. With a half-mile to go it was ob- 
vious he never would make it. 

Hartack let Nadir go to the lead after 
leaving the half-mile-pole, and it was 
near the three-eighths-pole that the big 
bay son of *Nasrullah did what Hartack 
had feared. He had been running about 3 
feet off the rail when he propped and 
ducked out some 20 feet or more. Har- 
tack, a natural southpaw whipper, said: 

“I knew there wasn’t any sense in 
switching sticks — hitting him righthand- 
ed — he would just swerve the other way. 
I started burning him as hard as I could; 
kept him rolling and he won, but he was 
running sideways all through the stretch. 
He’s still green. and he’s a handful te 
ride, I tell you.” 

Nadir won by 2, while Terra Firma. 
under Larry Gilligan, finished gamely to 
stave off Foxcatcher Farm’s Rose Trellis 
by a nose. Rose Trellis, with Eric Guerin 
up, was a length to the good of Chance 
It Tony in fourth place. Both Terra 
Firma and Rose Trellis are worth future 
consideration, though the former is being 
retired for the season and sent to the farm. 

Nadir, which got $155,047.50 as his 
share of the $277,150 gross purse, also is 
finished for the season. Coming out of 
the race in seemingly excellent condition, 
he was shipped to Keeneland by van 
Sunday night. He will be unwound there 
for a rest of several weeks before Jolley 
picks him up for a winter campaign in 
Florida, where the $100,000 Flamingo will 
be his primary objective. 


No Sale 


It has been said that on the day Mr. 
Arthur Boyd Hancock Jr., has a horse 
which is not for sale ice water will be 
served to all the inmates of hell. Start 
pouring, because Bull Hancock was beat- 
ing away prospective purchasers with a 
stick Sunday morning at Garden State. 

“No, Nadir is not for sale now,” Han- 
cock forced himself to say flatly after ap- 
pearing for a moment to choke on the 
words. “This looks like it might be a 
good one, and, well, I would like to win a 
Kentucky Derby. This might be the one to 
do it. He’s green and he’s big. He needs 
time and that’s why we’re passing up the 
Pimlico Futurity. To give him time.” 

Hancock admitted that he had priced 
Nadir at one time — rather recently, one 
surmised. Nadir, a husky son of Gallita, 
which is a full sister to Gallorette, had 
been for sale along with other Claiborne 
weanlings 2 summers ago. But the colt 
suffered an injury to his right fore leg 
which left a couple of suspicious bumps 
on his knee and ankle. 

Nadir was sent to Florida with Jolley 
last winter, but the bump on his knee and 
the spot on his ankle were still present 
and he was returned to Claiborne on 
February 20. Jolley had him sent to Bel-

mont late in May and then a veterinarian 
gave him some bad news. 

“He told me that if we didn’t give him 
a year he’d never stand training. Said he 
had a fissure,” Moody Jolley volunteered. 
“We took it easy with him and by the time 
he was ready to start in August he was so 
full of himself he couldn’t be contained. 
He was a bit of a clown, but not a rogue. 
I must of paddocked him a hundred times 
this autumn and he’s getting over it now. 
He was a gentleman all the way in his 
training for this race, but he still needs 
a good strong boy like Hartack to ride 
him.” Nadir wore blinkers and shadow 
roll for the Garden State. 

In 1953, Hancock tried to buy Gallita, 
a 1945 foal of *Challenger I[—Gallette, 
from Mrs. W. L. Brann, but was told she 
was not for sale. Bull got her finally that 
year by buying an entire group of Mrs. 
Brann’s mares, all of which he resold with 
the exception of Gallita. 

“Ed Christmas told me she could do 
anything Gallorette could do, and besides 
that she was a grand-looking mare,” Han- 
cock said. Hancock sold a full brother to 
Nadir, and 3 other good weanlings, now 
yearlings, to Mrs. Richard C. du Pont, of 
Wilmington, owner of Bohemian Stables 
for an undisclosed price. Gallita had no 
offspring this year, but she is in foal 
again to *Nasrullah. 


Next the Pimlico Futurity 


The Garden State was an admirable 
vehicle for proving that Billy Hartack 
can win with most any horse he chooses 
to ride on a Saturday afternoon, but it left 
the naming of a 1957 2-year-old champion 


as wide open as the doors of a frontier 
town saloon. 


Trainer Ivan Parke was of the opinion 
that Jewel’s Reward would have turned in 
a much better effort had he had any ex- 
perience over the Garden State strip. It 
was pointed out that the first 2 horses, 
Nadir and Terra Firma, had raced there 
the previous week and that Rose Trellis, 
the third horse, had a hard mile work over 
the Camden course. (It also is possible 
that the colt might have been troubled in 
the Garden State by a bruise he suffered 
a few days before to his right fore foot, 
although Parke described it as _ being 
minor.) All except one previous winner 
of the Garden State had prep races over 
the track. Misty Flight, like Jewel’s Re- 
ward, was shipped down from New York 
too late for local orientation. Both are 
expected earlier at Pimlico, where they 
will try to redeem themselves in the Pim- 
lico Futurity which is only a little less 
vulgarly rich than the Garden State, being 
advertised this year as the world’s second- 
richest race. The estimated gross for the 
November 23 race is in excess of $171,000 
with about $123,000 to the winner. 

Rose Trellis is not eligible at Pimlico. 
Music Man Fox and Isendu, which fin- 
ished sixth and tenth in the Garden State, 
will be observed a few days before a de- 
cision is made about starting them in the 
Pimlico Futurity. Martin’s Rullah, which 
ran as an entry with Music Man Fox and 
finished ninth, suffered a quarter-crack in 
the race and is out for the year. 

The $25,000 Remsen at Jamaica on No- 
vember 5 may turn up a few worthwhile 
2-year-old title contenders, but right now 
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the colt with the edge is Jewel’s Reward. 
The Maine Chance Farm speedster won 
the Tremont, Washington Park Futurity, 
Cowdin, and Champagne before failing in 
the Garden State. He looms as the favorite 
for the Pimlico Futurity.

Wade Quits Hazel Park 


DETROIT. An era has ended at Hazel 
Park, Michigan’s highly successful 5-fur- 
long track. 

Racing secretary Horace Wade. who had 
been in the picture here since the track 
was built in 1949, has resigned. 

To become one of the original investors 
in Hazel Park, he gave up his post as 
racing secretary at Sportsman’s Park in 
Chicago, gambling on the success of the 
$1.750.000 venture in Detroit. 

Since then Wade had built Hazel Park 
into one of the leading tracks. From 
humble beginnings in 1949, when daily 
betting averaged $393,000. Hazel Park hit 
marks of $788,000 in 1953 and $761.000 
in 1956. 

Wade, a genius as a showman and pro- 
moter, had little to work with at Hazel 
Park compared to the wealth of money 
and scenery he had at his command at 
Gulfstream Park. But through his series 
of “marathon” races and other ideas, he 
won over the Detroit racing public, and 
the 5-furlong track usually has surpassed 
the achievements of the Michigan Racing 
Association’s one-mile Detroit Race 
Course. 


“We are sorry to see Wade go,” said 
Waldo Andrews, Hazel Park vice _presi- 
dent, “but we knew that he was looking 
for a financial opportunity. Apparently 
he thinks he has found one.” 

Andrews referred to the report that 
Wade would take over as general manager 
of Waterford Park for its new owners. 

In leaving, Wade severed all connec- 
tions with Hazel Park and disposed of 
the remaining stock that he held in the 
track. 


“I’m really going to miss Hazel Park,” 
he said. “It was a pleasant relationship 
out there. I wish the track luck. But 
circumstances have changed in the man- 
agement of the track. 

“My loyalties were always to Dick Con- 
nell (president) and Waldo Andrews, and 
they are no longer in the controling posi- 
tions they once held.” 


The Trend Was Down 


The trend was down at Michigan’s 2 
Thoroughbred race meets and 4 harness 
meets this year. 

Only on the over-all figures for the

E. Gay Drake’s Swoon’s Son made his first appearance of the Kentucky fall 
season on October 23, easily winning a 6-furlong betless exhibition at Keene- 
land. The 4-year-old colt will race next in the Clark Handicap on November 16. 


Thoroughbred meetings was there any 
increase, and this was because the season 
was 4 days longer than in 1956—124 
days against 120. 

Racing commissioner James H. Inglis 
cited a number of factors as responsible 
for this situation. Among them were gen- 
eral business conditions, bad weather, and 
a tight gate policy. Considering the elim- 
ination of virtually all passes, the Thor- 
oughbred tracks almost matched last 
year’s attendance averages while the har- 
ness tracks were down 9 to 19 per cent. 

The Michigan Racing Association saw 
its average attendance drop from 11,205 
to 10,743, a 4.1 per cent decrease, and 
Hazel Park slipped from 12,868 to 11,- 
824, a 7.8 per cent loss. 

Metropolitan Detroit’s 3 harness tracks 
all suffered greater percentage losses. 
Only out-state Jackson Raceway, profiting 
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from mid-summer dates instead of its 
usual fall meet, was up at the gate. 

On the pari-mutuel side of the ledger, 
the MRA average was down 1.8 per cent 
with an average daily handle of $693,824, 
compared to last season’s $706,731, and 
Hazel Park finished with $723,031 against 
$761,298, a fall of 5 per cent. 

Thanks to the longer Thoroughbred 
season, the State of Michigan topped last 
year’s revenue by about $1,000, collecting 
$7,535,105. The extra days helped the 
running tracks finish with $1,000,000 more 
in bets and 22,000 more at the turnstiles 
than a year ago.

An Ally Cometh 


BALTIMORE. Sponsors of a proposal 
to merge Pimlico and Laurel gained a 
powerful ally last week when the Balti- 
more school board announced its inten- 
tion to build a new senior high school 
on a 25-acre tract owned by the Maryland 
Jockey Club, operators of Pimlico. The 
land parcel, separated from the mile 
course by Pimlico Road, is the same tract 
on which Pimlico unavailingly has sought 
to relocate its stable area, and thus com- 
plete construction of a new grandstand 
left half-finished in October, 1954. 

Attempts by the Maryland Jockey Club 
to have the property rezoned from resi- 
dential to commercial use have been 
thwarted repeatedly by the Associated 
Jewish Charities which owns adjoining 
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Levindale Hebrew Home. Stymied in its 
rezoning efforts, Pimlico has utilized the 
property as unpaved parking space. 

The tract was placed in Baltimore’s 
master plan for school expansion on 
March 29, 1950. The school board has 
filed a condemnation bill with the City 
Council to pave the way for its acquisi- 
tion. The school board’s time table calls 
for the completion of the proposed high 
school by 1960 or 1961. 


Failure to have the 25-acre tract pro- 
perty rezoned has been blamed for Pim- 
lico’s desire to consolidate with Laurel 
at the latter’s plant. A bill to legalize 
the highly controversial merger bogged 
down in the Maryland General Assembly 
last February. In an effort to placate 
proponents of the merger before con- 
vening, the Assembly asked the Legis- 
lative Council to study the plan and re- 
port its findings at the 1958 session. 

Meeting in Baltimore last week. the 
Legislative Council heard both sides of 
the merger question. Pimlico maintained 
that its urban location no longer is ten- 
able, and that the consolidation is the 
only escape from a death by strangula- 
tion. 

Spokesmen for both Pimlico and Lau- 
rel stressed the economic prudence of the 
merger, stating that it was the best wea- 
pon at Maryland’s disposal to meet the 
increased pressures of out-of-state compe- 
tition. 

Bitterly opposed to the merger, Bowie 
claims that the monoply would force Don- 
ald Lillis’s track out of business. (Last 
winter, Lillis turned down an offer to 
join Laurel and Pimlico in a merger). 
William C. Walsh, Bowie counsel, stated 
that the merger would allow the operators 
of Pimlico to reap a risk-free profit “in 
the millions.” He added: “If Pimlico 
wants to abandon its track, which pro- 
duces more revenue than any mile track 
in Maryland, let them go ahead—but 
the racing days (40 per annum) should 
be divided between the 2 remaining 
tracks.” 

Last winter, after much fence-hanging. 
the Maryland Racing Commission finally 
endorsed the merger, but one member, E. 
Taylor Chewning, still has reservations 
with regard to how it might affect Bowie. 
Chewning, recovering from a heart attack, 
did not attend the Council meeting. 

The Legislative Council will lunch at 
Laurel on November 4 to examine the 
Schapiro-owned track’s facilities. Later. 
it will draft a recommendation on the 
merger plan. Joe B. Hickey Jr. 


WEST VIRGINIA 
And Now There Are 2 


The West Virginia State Racing Com- 
mission has adopted a rule requiring race 
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tracks in the state to offer win. place, and 
show betting whenever there are 5 or 
more betting interests in a race and to 
offer win and place betting whenever there 
are 4 or more betting interests. West 
Virginia is the second state to adopt such 
a rule. California was the first. 


KENTUCKY 


Church and Bornastar 


Trainer W. Graves Sparks might have 
had joy in his heart, but he looked more 
like a man with a piece of chaff under 
his collar. What pricked him was the 
fact that Willie Hartack had broken his 
pledge to ride Bornastar in Keeneland’s 
Spinster Stakes. 

Several days before the Spinster the 
Keeneland publicity department had 
asked the trainers of prospective starters 
to name jockeys. Sparks said Bornastar 
would be ridden by Hartack, who had won 
the Yo Tambien Handicap at Hawthorne 
with her. “I asked Hartack if he would 
handle her in the Spinster as soon as he 
got off after the Yo Tambien.” Sparks 
said, “and he said he would be there.” 


On Wednesday. October 23, when over- 
night entries for the Spinster were made, 
Sparks again named Hartack as his joc- 
key. He tried to call Hartack that day to 
make certain that the country’s leading 
rider would be on hand. Hartack couldn’t 
be reached, so Sparks left his number 
with instructions for Hartack to telephone 
as soon as possible. The call never came, 
and on the morning of the race Sparks 
told Ken Church that he might need him 
to ride. At 1 p. m. the mount officially 
was given to Church. 


Hartack could not have improved upon 
Church’s ride. Bornastar was _ reserved 
well off the pace of Beautillion and 
Pucker Up for a half-mile, moved closer 
on the backstretch, and went after the 
leaders with a rush at the three-eighths- 
pole. Pucker Up responded briefly to 
the urging of Willie Shoemaker. but J. 
Graham Brown’s filly opened a 2-length 
lead between the quarter-pole and the 
eighth-pole, and won by 214 _ lengths. 
Pucker Up easily held second from Search- 
ing. 

The entry of Pucker Up and Beautillon 
was 3-5; it was the second time in less 
than a week that an odds-on stakes fav- 
orite had been beaten at Keeneland. On 
October 19 Alhambra finished fifth in 
the Breeders’ Futurity as a 2-5 choice. 

Nearly everyone felt it necessary to find 
an excuse for Pucker Up’s defeat. since 
she had proved herself the year’s best 
mare. One commentator held that John- 
ny Heckmann, who rode Beautillion. had 
fouled Shoemaker’s plans by going to the 
front; another made a far-fetched com- 
parison of Shoemaker’s ride to his 


handling of *Gallant Man in the Kentucky 
Derby, implying that Shoemaker was 
caught napping by Bornastar’s run on 
the turn. 

Shoemaker admitted that he had 
planned to set the pace with Pucker Up, 
but he said he was able to move at his 
own speed. He never was blocked, and 
he made his push on the far turn, where 
he had expected to. He saw Church com- 
ing, but Pucker Up just was not able to 
match Bornastar. “Just can’t win them 
all.” he said. 


Attendance, Betting Down 


Keeneland was behind its 1956 fall 
meeting 21.2 per cent in attendance and 
16.3 per cent in betting at the end of the 
second week, and the figures dipped even 
more in the final 3 days. Although the 
racing was excellent on the last 2 days 
— Swoon’s Son in an exhibition on Octo- 
ber 23 and the Spinster on October 24— 
miserable weather held the crowds far be- 
low expectations. 

In 13 days this year 72,911 persons, 
average 5,609, bet $4,105,406, average 
$315,800. In 10 days last year 75,935 bet 
$3,816,312. The drop in daily average at- 
tendance was 26.1 per cent, in daily aver- 
age mutuel handle 17.3 per cent. 

After one dark day, Churchill Downs 
opened a 19-day meeting on October 26, 
and the results of the first day indicated 
that the Louisville track also might be 
headed for a decline. Attendance was off 
about 5,000, and betting dropped more 
than $200,000, compared with opening 
day in the fall of 1956. It was a cold, 
rainy day, the same kind of weather which 
plagued Keeneland for much of its meet- 
ing.

Ak-Sar-Ben's Prosperity

be approximately $750,000, an increase 
of almost $40,000 over the 1957 total. 


The Blood-Horse 
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Strength Against A Strike 


LOS ANGELES. Racing in the U. S. 
has just weathered one of the biggest 
crises in its history—the Pari-Mutuel 
Employees Guild strike which blacked 
out all major horse racing in California 
from September 24 to October 24. 

Because the Federation of California 
Racing Association refused to bow to the 
demands of a small minority of wage- 
earners, huge losses were faced by the 
State of California in taxes, by horsemen 
in purses and breeders’ fees, by race track 
and horsemen’s employees in wages, and 
in income to other enterprises and person- 
nel directly or indirectly connected with 
racing. The losses caused by shutting 
down of the Tanforan meeting for 26 
days and the Western Harness Racing 
Association meeting at Hollywood Park 
for 15 days were estimated at approxi- 
mately $3,000,000. The price was high. 
but maybe the lesson was worth it. 

Half the deficit was sustained by the 
people of California as a whole; pari- 
mutuel taxes for the lost days would have 
amounted to approximately $1,500,000. 
Horsemen lost a half-million or more in 
purses and breeders’ fees (in California 
the Horse Racing provides that 
breeders of California-bred winners re- 
ceive an amount equal to 10 per cent of 
the winner’s purse). Wage earners were 
out another half-million, and there were 
many additional losses, such as Federal 
and municipal taxes, contract services to 
the tracks such as those supplied by 
the American Tote, profits to race track 
stockholders, etc. For a time it appeared 
that the strike would go on indefinitely, 
until California racing would be com- 
pletely wrecked. 


Fear of the Few 


The fear grew throughout all racing 
and breeding centers of the country that 
what a comparatively small group of 
strikers could do in California could be 
done anywhere and at almost any time. 
There would be no peace and security in 
any phase of the horse business if people 
with no financial interest in it could crip- 
ple or wreck it at their whim. 

The wind-up of the strike against the 
California tracks does not mean_ that 
serious walk-outs can not occur again. 
However, it shows what can be done by 
organizations and people in the horse 
business standing their ground when such 
situations arise. 

The strike was a complete failure for 
the Pari-Mutuel Employees Guild, Local 
280, whose demands for wage increases, 
fringe benefits, and featherbedding privi- 
leges which track officials described as 
“fantastic, unrealistic, having no resem- 
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blance to usual union proposals and _ pro- 
cedures, and in fact, downright outrag- 
eous.” In the final settlement the Guild 
got nothing more than the wage increases 
for the next 3 years that other unions had 
already been given. 

The new contract, which contains none 
of the Guild’s original 21-point demands, 
does away with many past abuses. It 
eliminates old featherbedding practices, 
clarifies a number of controversial situa- 
tions, returns to track management many 
of the prerogatives that had been lost in 
previous negotiations, and is expected to 
prove invaluable in increasing the effi- 
ciency and control of the mutuel depart- 
ment. 

The Guild strike was against all mem- 
bers of the Federation of California Rac- 
ing Associations, which includes the 6

major Thoroughbred tracks—Hollywood 
Park, Santa Anita, Del Mar. Tanforan, 
Golden Gate Fields, and Bay Meadows— 
and the Western Harness Racing Associa- 
tion, Los Alamitos Quarterhorse Assoc- 
iation, and the California Horse Racing 
Association, which operates a combination 
harness-Quarter Horse meeting. 


United Opposition 


A model for racing organizations that 
desire to work together on a regional basis 
to solve various common problems, the 
Federation was formed several years ago. 
A real test of the Federation’s value was 
provided by this dispute in which all the 
member tracks negotiated as one and 
faced the music together when the Guild 
gave notice that it would strike and 
close them all up. 

In a letter mailed this week to the ap- 
proximately 1,935 stockholders of Holly- 


wood Park, president Mervyn LeRoy 
gives an interesting account of what the 
tracks and horsemen faced and how their 
unanimity, public opinion, the opposi- 
tion of other unions affected by the walk- 
out, and the growing dissension within 
the Guild’s own ranks brought the settle- 
ment that is so important to all of racing. 
Here are excerpts from LeRoy’s report: 

“The relations of the tracks with the 
various unions that supply most of the 
seasonal help have been very good. An 
exception has been the Pari-Mutuel Em- 
ployees Guild, which has appeared to 
consider itself something far above other 
unions and has been notoriously demand- 
ing in its contract negotiations. It was 
inevitable that the increasing and _ insati- 
able demands of Guild members, already 
the highest paid mutuel department em- 
ployees in the world, would lead to a 
crisis in the relations of this union with 
the tracks. This show-down came in Sep- 
tember when the racing associations re- 
fused to yield to contract demands so 
fantastic and far out of line with usual 
union proposals that they would have in- 
creased total labor costs at the tracks by 
85 per cent, or approximately $6,000,000 
a year. The union proposals not only in- 
volved high wage increases but also elab- 
orate pension and medical care plans, 
fringe benefits and featherbedding items 
that would have required the hiring of 
many additional unneeded employees. 

“When the Guild called its strike it 
refused an offer of $3.50 per man per day 
increase over a 3-year period. Soon after 
the Guild closed down Tanforan, the 
California Horse Racing Board called a 
special meeting on September 30 and 
attempted to mediate. Upon the recom- 
mendation of the Racing Board, the tracks 
raised their offer to a $3.90 per day in- 
crease, $1.90 the first year (including 
pensions) and $1.00 each year thereafter 
on a three-year contract, but despite the 
pleas before the Guild membership of 
Chairman Dwight Murphy of the Board 
that the tracks offer should be accepted 
because it was generous and fair, the 
union voted it down by a wide margin. 

“Because of the State’s huge stake in 
racing (approximately $27,000,000 in mut- 
uel taxes and licenses from horse racing 
during the last fiscal year), the California 
State Conciliation Service next entered 
the picture. However, three days of nego- 
tiations between track and Guild failed to 
get the union people down to earth in their 
high wage, fringe benefit and _ feather- 
bedding demands. 


Pressure from Other Unions 


“As the strike continued and the public 
and members of other unions who were 
suffering heavily in wage losses became 
more and more aware of the fantastic 
demands of the Guild, public opinion de- 
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veloped one hundred per cent on the side 
of the tracks. 

“For some time negotiations had been 
in progress between the Southern Cali- 
fornia tracks and other unions whose con- 
tracts had the anniversary date of August 
1, 1957. These unions had been awaiting 
the settlement of our Mutuel Guild strug- 
gle on a “me too” basis, as was only 
natural. With members of these unions 
becoming hostile to the Guild demands, 
events moved swiftly to final settlement 
with them. On October 19 several locals of 
the Teamsters Union, which provide gate- 
men, parking lot attendants, truck drivers. 
and several other classifications of em- 
ployees to the tracks, accepted the rac- 
ing associations’ offer for new contracts 
giving them a $4 per man per day increase 
over a 3-year period on the basis of $2 
the first year, $1 additional the second 
year and $1 more the third year. 

“Two days later other locals of the 
Building Service Employees International 
Union, whose members are our admissions 
sellers, ushers, inside gatemen, janitors, 
program sellers and uniformed guards, 
came to an agreement with the tracks on 
the same basis. At the same time minor 
details were settled satisfactorily with 
the Building Trades Council, representing 
unions whose members are carpenters, 
gardeners, electricians, painters, laborers, 
etc. 


“Meantime, many Guild members who 
had been led to believe by their officers 
that their strike would quickly succeed 
because of the heavy losses it would cause 
the State, horsemen and _ track §stock- 
holders, began to realize they had been 
duped. Dissension grew within the Guild 
and in one unofficial gathering of some 
40 mutuel clerks at Glendora October 20, 
only one man opposed the general opinion 
that they should: sign with the tracks im- 
mediately and return to work. Thus, 
Guild leaders who had brought about the 
strike now felt not only the pressure of 
public opinion and the ill will of other 
unions but also the resentment of many 
of their own misled followers. 

“In the face of this extreme pressure 
the strike collapsed on October 22 when 
the Pari-Mutuel Employees Guild in meet- 
ings in Los Angeles and San Mateo voted 
364-64 to accept the race tracks’ contract 
and return to work on the same basis 
other unions had settled, a $4 per man 
increase over a 3-year period... . 

“Racing throughout the United States 
had been watching this struggle with great 
concern, fully aware that if the tracks 
succumbed the impact on racing economy 
everywhere would be serious in the ex- 
treme. We have gone through an exceed- 
ingly trying and difficult situation but 

_the ultimate victory and the gains it has 
brought were certainly worth the fight.”

OBITUARY 


L. B. Mayer 


Louis Burt Mayer. who took only a little 
more than a decade to build and liquidate 
an empire of Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing, died of leukemia at 1 a. m. on 
October 29 at the UCLA Medical Center 
hospital in Los Angeles, after an illness of 
several months. He was 72 years of age. 

Mr. Mayer was born July 4, 1885. in 
Minsk, Russia. and emigrated as a child 
to St. John, New Brunswick, where his

only formal education was received in 
the public schools. He was married in 
1904 to Edith Margaret Shenberg, who 
bore him 2 daughters—Mrs. William 
Goetz and Mrs. David O. Selznick— 
and divorced him nearly 43 years later, 
in 1947. His operation of a motion picture 
theatre at Haverhill, Mass., in 1907, led 
to an area control of theatres, to New 
England control of Birth of a Nation, 
to a booking agency, and finally to an 
invasion of Hollywood, where, as head of 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Corporation, 
he was for years the highest-salaried per- 
son in the United States. 

His tremendous energy and resources 
were turned toward racing in 1938, and 
within a matter of months he had one of 
the largest stables in the country. The 
speed and determination with which he 
worked were characteristic of everything 
he did. There was an M-G-M story, per- 
haps apocryphal, to the effect that, when 
physicians urged upon him the necessity 
of finding relaxation from his work, he 
first tried golf, lining up 3 balls on the 
first tee and following all 3 of them down 
the fairway. His ventures in racing went 


forward at such a pace that they provided 
a second business, rather than a source of 
relaxation, and on a lesser scale they were 
as fantastically successful as his career 
in motion pictures. 

Remarking later upon his beginning 
with Thoroughbreds, Mayer said, “I 
had learned in pictures that the best 
usually turns out to be the cheapest, and 
I tried to apply this principle to breeding.” 

His first purchase was War Woman, the 
dam of Mata Hari. This was in the early 
summer of 1938, and before the year 
was out he had bought La France, Pano- 
ramic, and about 20 other mares and had 
created a racing stable, including the 
good handicapper Main Man, bought from 
Jerome B. Respess. At the Saratoga sales 
that year, moving with a retinue of ad- 
visers at his elbows, he bought 22 year- 
lings. 

For years he ranged over the markets 
of Europe, Australia, Argentina, and the 
U. S., strengthening his hand. He at- 
tempted to purchase Hyperion during 
the war, and was greatly impressed by 
Lord Derby’s loyalty to the sport, as 
demonstrated by his refusal to sell. Fail- 
ing in his bid for Hyperion, he turned to 
Australia and purchased *Beau Pere. 
About the same time, in 1941, he bought 
50414 acres near Riverside, Calif., and 
equipped it for breeding race horses on 
a large scale. 

The racing stable reached the peak of 
its success in 1945, when Thumbs Up 
won the Santa Anita Handicap and the 
3-year-old Busher, bought from E. R. 
Bradley for $50,000, won 10 of her 13 
races and earned $273,735. So many vic- 
tories were achieved that Mayer’s appear- 
ance in the winner’s enclosure frequently 
was accompanied by booing from the 
stands, especially when his entries fin- 
ished 1-2-3. In 1946 he laid plans to 
disperse his stock in a series of 5 auctions 
in California. In these sales, the first in 
February, 1947, the last in January, 1950, 
he sold 248 Thoroughbreds for $4,479,- 
650, average $18,063. 

The farm was disposed of privately. The 
stallion *Alibhai was sold in June, 1948, 
for a record price of $500,000, to a Ken- 
tucky syndicate. The 20-year-old *Beau 
Pere had died in 1947, shortly after he 
had been sold to a group of Kentucky 
breeders for $100,000. 

In the summer of 1951 Mr. Mayer re- 
tired from the M-G-M offices after a 
dispute on policy, and almost immediately 
he was back in racing, paying high prices 
for stock in the yearling auctions and 
purchasing, in the name of his son-in-law, 
William Goetz, the fast 2-year-old Princess 
Lygia for a reported $100,000. But this

time he limited the size of the operation, 
and at the time of his death he owned 
a dozen broodmares at Spendthrift Farm, 
Lexington, a few others in California, one 
in New Jersey. He had about 10 year- 
lings and as many weanlings. He was the 
largest shareholder in *Royal Charger, 
and also had shares in *Arctic Prince, 
*Solar Slipper, *Bernborough, and Re- 
quested—all_ standing at  Spendthrift 
Farm. It was unlikely that plans for dis- 
position of these holdings would be made 
until after the will had been read. 

Most of the $8,385,111 earned by Mayer- 
bred horses was won in the 5-year period 
1947-51, the success of the operation lead- 
ing to an unprecedented surge of Thor- 
oughbred breeding in California. Among 
the most prominent of the more than 50 
stakes winners bred by L. B. Mayer were 
*King’s Abbey, Hemisphere, Honeymoon, 
The Dude, Judy-Rae, On Trust. Step- 
father, Cover Up, Moonrush, Iron Maiden, 
Lurline B., Solidarity, Your Host, Great 
Circle, Special Touch, Trusting, and Clem. 

Mr. Mayer is survived by his 2 daugh- 
ters and his second wife (formerly Mrs. 
Lorena Danker), whom he married in 


December, 1948. 


Judge George E. Kearns 


George E. Kearns, who presided over 
surrogate court in Cincinnati, died of a 
heart attack on the morning of October 
15 as he was supervising the loading of a 
shipment of yearlings to Lexington for 
sale at Keeneland the following night. 
Judge Kearns, a longtime racing fan, in 
recent years had equipped his Ohio farm 
for Thoroughbreds. He and a_ partner, 
Thomas E. Wood, were selling 5 yearlings 
under the name of Wakefield Stable, with 
Crown Crest Farm acting as agent.

The Garden State Stakes would be the country’s 
richest race each year if the track did not put up 
any money. However, the track does put up 
$100,000, and this, plus the horsemen’s even 
larger contribution, assures a large and representa- 
tive field of 2-year-olds. Three of the first 4 
winners of the Garden State have been placed 
at the top of the Experimental Free Handicap. 

Jewel’s Reward had been the most consistent 
2-year-old in the East, but because he hadn’t been 
nomina‘ed back in December Mrs. Elizabeth 
Arden Graham had to pay a supplementary nomina- 
tion fee of $10,000. Ten of the 192 still eligible 
for the race were entered, and the owners of 3 
others—Rose Trellis, Terra Firma, and Yemen— 
also put up $10,000 to get their colts in. The 
gross was $277,150. 

The bettors, apparently mindful of Misty Flight’s 
rousing second to Jewel’s Reward in the one-mile 
Champagne Stakes at Belmont Park on October 
12, made the Wheatley Stable colt a 5-2 favorite. 
Nadir was 39-10, Jewel’s Reward 42-10. 

Yemen sprinted to a 2-lengh lead in the first 
quarter, but Nadir, showing more early speed than 
usual, never allowed him to get away. Under 
Bill Hartack’s whip, Nadir moved to the leader at 
the half-mile pole, shot to a 3-length lead at the 
top of the stretch, and was not threatened in the 
last quarter, beating Terra Firma and _ Rose 
Trellis by 2 lengths. Misty Flight and Jewel’s 
Reward never entered contention, finishing fifth 
and seventh. 

Foaled March 15, 1955, at Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky., Nadir is the fifth foal of Gallita, a sister to 
Gallore:te. A. B. Hancock Jr, bought the mare 


for $15,500 at the William L. Brann dispersal in 
1953, and Nadir was her first foal for him. 


Nadir showed high promise earlier this year. 


but he had lost in all of his 3 stakes efforts before 
the Garden State. He won his first 3 starts, then 
finished second to Jewel’s Reward in the Cowdin 
Stakes at Belmont Park on September 16. Twelve 
days later he was fifth to Jester in the Futurity, 
swerving badly at the start on the Widener 
Course. In the Champagne he was fifth again. A 
week before the Garden State he dead-hea’ed with 
Music Man Fox in a 1;-mile ccnditioner. 

*Nasrullah, which stands at Claiborne, has 5 
other stakes winners this year. Gallita, which was 
barren to the cover of *Nasrullah this year, has 
a yearling brother to Nadir.

races of the year. Pucker Up, leading handicap 
mare of 1957, and Bayou, generally regarded as 
the best 3-year-old filly, were entered, as were 
Searching and Bornastar. 

Mrs. Ada L, Rice’s pair of Pucker Up and Beau- 
tillion were 1-2 leaving the gate. Pucker Up had 
the lead briefly, but Beautillion moved to the front 
entering the first turn, and she led her stablemate 
by 2 lengths after a quarter in :2335 on the wet 
track. Bornastar at this point was 6 lengths behind 
Pucker Up. 

There was little change in position in the second 
quar er—run_ in :23%—except that  Bornastar 
moved to within 3 lengths of Pucker Up. Put to 
a drive with 3% furlongs to go, Bornastar rushed 
past the leaders and at the quarter-pole be- 
gan to draw clear. She won by 2% lengths, 
and Pucker Up easily held second from Search- 
ing, which closed wi h her usual late rush. Fourth 
choice, the winner paid $20.80. Her time for the 
1% miles was 1:49% on a good track. 

The ride on Bornastar was an unexpected plea- 
sure for jockey Ken Church. Bill Hartack, who 
had accepted the mount several weeks before, 
did not show up, and trainer W. G. Sparks sub- 
stituted Church on the morning of the race (see 
Kentucky). 

As for Pucker Up, the better half of the 
favored entry, she simply did not run her best 
race. She seemed to be going easily along the 
backstretch, but already she was pinning her 
ears, and Shoemaker got only a weak response 
when Church made his sudden challenge. 


The Spinster was the second stakes win and 


Claiborne Farm’s Nadir won the Garden State Stakes by 2 lengths from R. Douglas Prewitt’s Terra Firma (on rail). 


William du Pont’s Rose Trellis (9) was a fast-closing third, and Mrs. A. Cannuli’s Chance It Tony was in fourth position.

and *Royal Gem II is still at it. This year “Royal Gem II 
has out 11 2-year-old winners . . . in 1956 he had 12 and 
the year before another 12 which won 31 races (the lead- 
ing number of wins for 1955) . . . and in each one of these 
crops he had two or more stakes winners . . . they have 
been Derby winners, winners of over $200,000, record 
breakers . . . and they have sold well as yearlings .. .

Line in the Beverly Handicap. In her only previous 
start at the Keeneland meeting she was second to 
Pucker Up in a betless race on October 17.

John S. Phipps, who breeds horses and races 
them under the name of Blenheim Farms, has been 
a big spender for Thoroughbreds in the years 
since World War II. One of his first big pur- 
chases was La Chicuela, a *Blenheim II filly out 
of the fine producer La Chica, which he bought 
from Lucas B. Combs, agent, at the 1946 Keeneland 
summer sales for $54,000, then a record price for 
a yearling filly in the U. S. La Chicuela won one 
of 14 starts at 2 and 3, earning $4,100 before her 
retirement. Her first foal was the winner Chic 
Devil; the second was Gay Life, an Eight Thirty 
filly foaled March 1, 1953, at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky. 

Phipps raced Gay Life 8 times at 2, then sold 
her late that season to Morty Freedman. The 
filly raced creditably in allowance company last 
year, and this season she was second in the Bed 
o” Roses and Ladies Handicaps and third in the 
Black Helen and Beldame Handicaps. 

The entry of Rare Treat and Teleran was a 
27-10 favorite for the Firenze Handicap, with Gay 
Life seventh choice at 10-1.

Six 3-year-olds were among the 11 starters in 
the 15g-mile Long Island Handicap, restricted to 
non-winners of $15,000 in 1957, and one of the 
younger herses, Harmonizing, top-weighted 
and favored. Least regarded among the 3-year-olds 
wes Promethean, which carried bottom weight of 
106 pounds and was 48-1. 

Promethean, well back of Cavort’s pace for a 
mile, had the others coming back to him from 
the time they reached the far turn. Three lengths 
back at the top of the stretch, 2 lengths at the 
eigh h-pele, he wore down the leader in the last 
20 yards to win by a nose. The mutuel pay-off of 
$98.20 was the largest in any New York stakes this 
year, and the race provided apprentice jockey John 
Ruane with his first stakes victory. 

Foaled April 11, 1954, at Elsmeade Farm, 
Lexington, Promethean failed to win in 14 starts 
last year. He broke his maiden in his eighth start 
th’s year at Belmont Park on July 20. He 
fnished third to Admiral Vee and Harmonizing 
in the 1%4-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap 
at Saratoga on August 30, was unplaced in the 
lawrence Realization and the New England Turf 
Handicap. 

Promethean is the first stakes winner for *Pro- 
methee, a stallion bred by L. L. Lawrence in 
France, where he won 5 of 22 starts in 3 seasons. 
He stood for 3 years in Ireland, moved to Els- 
meade Farm late in 1950. Promethean is from his 
third American crop. *La Paloma III, which has 
a weanling filly by Beau Gar, now is barren.

Career Boy to Stud 


C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy. which 
wrenched an ankle in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, has been retired from racing, 
and he probably will enter the stud next 
year at Whitney’s farm near Lexington. 
A cast was placed on the injured ankle 
on October 23, and if the horse recovers 
as expected he should be able to enter the 
stud in February. 

A 4-year-old colt by Phalanx—Swanky, 
by *Mahmoud, Career Boy at 2 won the 
U. S. Hotel and Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes and finished second in the Hopeful 
and Garden State Stakes. He was given 
top weight of 126 pounds in the 1955 Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap, one pound 
above Nail and Needles and 2 over Prince 
John. 

Career Boy last year won the Gotham 
Stakes and the United Nations Handicaps. 
finished second in the Blue Grass and 
Belmont Stakes, third in the Jersey 
Stakes, and fourth to Ribot in the Prix 
de Are de Triomphe. He received 124 
pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap, 
headed only by Needles (130), Swoon’s 
Son (129), and Fabius (126). 

Career Boy did not show his top form 
this year, failing to win in 7 starts before 
going to France. His best efforts were 
in the Saratoga Handicap, in which he 
was third to Reneged and Ricci Tavi, and 
the United Nations Handicap, in which 
he was fourth to Round Table, *Tudor 
Era, and Find. 

In 3 seasons Career Boy won 8 of 30 
starts in the U. S. and earned $251,089. 

Swanky, a winner at 3, is out of Fly 
Swatter, which also produced the high- 
class filly First Flight and the stakes win- 
ner Flyweight. 


Yildiz Sold to Puerto Rico 


Sydney W. Glass has sold the stallion 
Yildiz to Carlos A. Matos, of San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, and the horse will stand the 
1958 season at the Matos farm near San 
Juan.

Asks Faraway Sale 


The Pennsylvania attorney general’s of- 
fice last week asked the Delaware County 
(Pa.) Court to set a one-year deadline for 
the sale of Faraway Farm, owned by the 
estate of Samuel D. Riddle. Mrs. Lois 


Forer, deputy attorney general, said the 
farm was draining the estate of its re- 
seurces. She said the estate was worth $3,- 
013,000 at the time of Riddle’s death, but 
that losses at the farm had cut its present 
value to $1,925,000. 

No ruling was made on the request for 
a deadline, the court taking the case under 
advisement. Attorneys for trustees of the 
estate argued against a specific deadline, 
saying that prospective buyers would wait 
until the last minute to make a bid in 
hopes of getting the farm at a low price.

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The Green of Ireland

Most of the important Thoroughbred 
stud farms in Ireland are located along 
the Golden Vale, a crescent-shaped area 
roughly between Limerick and Kildare 
with Tipperary in the center. Geographi- 
cally, this land area is in the south- 
central part of Ireland. The area was 
given its name because it is the most 
fertile land in Ireland, and for that 
matter in the world. 

Large horse and cattle farms are abun- 
dant here. The soil’s fertility is due to 
the limestone shelf underneath, and this 
is a natural horse-breeding area. Here 
are the towns of Adare, Cashel, Bansha. 
and the Curragh of Kildare. 

Owing to the great limestone shelf in 
the Golden Vale, the grass is rich and 
lush. In May. as in the summer months, 
vegitation in Ireland is the truest green 
imaginable. 

The climate of Ireland is damp and 
rainy because the island is located at 
the far end of the Gulf Stream. The cold 
air moving from continental Europe en- 
counters the warm air currents from the 
Gulf Stream, creating rainstorm disturb- 
ances over the island and giving it a 
year-round dampness and a climate much 


like October and November in America. 


Ireland is the only country in western 
Europe where horses and cattle can graze 
the year round. 

The average stud farm is 500 acres. 
but there are some with as much as a 
1,000 acres. About 150 horses on the 
average are kept on the 500-acre farms. 
It is not unusual to pasture 10 mares with 
their foals, along with 20 bullocks (beef 
cattle) on 12 acres of pasture land for an 
indefinite length of time. On some of the 
farms the soil is only 4 to 6 inches deep. 
resting on solid limestone. The bullocks 
root up the boulders and help keep the 
pastures free of rocks. 

Pastures consist chiefly of mixed clover, 
rye grass, and timothy. Despite the loca- 
tion of most farms in the limestone soil 
area, many stud managers lime their 
pastures constantly, using tons of it a year. 
The Irish government provides agricul- 
tural technicians who advise farmers and 
stud managers if their pastureland needs 
lime. Horse pastures are rested for 2 
years at a time and are covered with 
horse and cow manure that has been 
allowed to stand for 2 years. 

Horses and cattle graze together. Irish 
horsemen say that cattle are essential to 


a stud farm. The incidence of red worm 
is kept to a minimum because cattle will 
eat around the horse droppings, getting 
most of the larvae, and will not be affected 
by red worm. Before horses are turned 
out with them, cattle usually are grazed 
in a horse pasture for 10 to 14 days, 
cropping the “gassy” grass that would be 
harmful to horses. 


Many farms, such as Fort Union Stud 
in Adare, purchase 2-year-old bullocks, 
fatten them, and sell them the next year. 
Last summer, cattle buyers from France 
were paying £80 ($240) per head. The 
majority of these cattle are polled Short- 
horns. 


Horses are fed twice a day—at 8 o’clock 
in the morning before going out to pasture 
and at 5 o’clock in the evening when 
brought into the stable for the night. 
Yearlings receive about 8 pounds of feed 
a day at 2 feedings. Fresh hay is kept 
before horses constantly. 

Only at one farm was chaff fed to the 
horses. At the Greenmount Stud. Pat- 
rickswell, Limerick, it was felt that chaff. 
given with the feed, makes a horse eat 
slowly, enabling him to get more food 
value out of the feed. Chaff was a favor- 
ite cavalry feed since it was easy to pack 
and stopped horses from bolting their 
feed. 

Stallions in service receive about 14 
pounds of feed a day in 2 servings. Wean-

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lings are fed about 5 pounds of feed a day 
in 2 feeds. Stallions are given 8 to 10 
pounds of feed a day, depending on the 
individual, in 2 feeds, when not in ser- 
vice. At the Allan Baker Stud in Bansha, 
Tipperary, stud groom Jack Ferrell 
summed up good feeding as lots of good 
oats, no mixed feeds, and plenty of fresh 
grass. At all the stud farms that were 
visited, except Allan Baker’s stud, horses 
are pastured during the day and taken up 
at evening. At Baker’s during the sum- 
mer months, mares. foals, and yearlings 
are pastured during the night and are 
kept in the barns during the day. This 
practice eliminates the possibility of foals 
hurting themselves by running through 


the fields, and also keeps them in good 
flesh since they cannot gallop around 
freely in the dark. 


Parasite Control 


Parasite control is practiced much the 
same as in the United States in that 
phenothiazine and carbon disulphide are 
used. Chenopodium, an ancient anthel- 
mintic, is administered to horses in paraf- 
fin. At the Greenmount Stud, horses are 
treated for red worms in March and 
September, and each horse is drawn the 
day before treatment. Pastures are chain- 
harrowed. At Mondellihy Stud, foals are 
wormed at 5 months, and in the spring of 
their first year. Low-level phenothiazine

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is used, while chenopodium in_ liquid 
paraffin is administered as needed for the 
treatment of ascarids. 


The Mount Coote Stud at Kilmallock, 
Tipperary, is another that follows the 
low-level phenothiazine treatment of as- 
carids. As on some of the other farms, 
cattle are grazed with horses as an in- 
direct method of parasite control. 

The rook, a species of crow that re- 
sembles the American crow except for 
white goggle markings about the eyes, is 
found in all parts of Ireland and helps 
to control equine parasites by spreading 
horse manure dropped in pastures. Col. 
Hall-Walker. later Lord Wavertree, who 
established what is now the Irish National 
Stud at Tully. Kildare, once remarked 
that the rooks were his best workers on 
that famous stud farm. 

Most stables in Ireland are made of 
stone and brick with slate tile roofs and 
stable yards are paved with flag stones 
or cobble stones. An American is im- 
pressed with the permanence of these 
buildings. In Ireland, lumber is expensive 
and scarce. while stone and brick are 
plentiful. The writer saw no capped 
hocks among the horses on these farms, 
indicating that stone stables have no harm- 
ful effects on horses. 


Bedding, Hay, Stallions 


Straw is used for bedding, and most 
of it comes from Wexford in the south- 
east of Ireland. Stalls are roomy and 
large, averaging about 10-by-15 feet. 
Most weanling barns have iron gratings 
between the stalls so that the weanlings 
can see one another, and not worry about 
being alone. 

Hay usually is grown on the farm, but. 
owing to the damp climate, good hay is 
hard to make. Hay that is stored in a 
blackened condition will fade to a healthy 
green color by the time it is fed. and it 
has a sweet, fresh smell. Most of the 
stud managers felt that there was little 
difference in the different cuttings of 
hay. Some fed the first cutting of hay 
to the cattle, while others fed each cutting 
to the horses. 

Fencing of most pastures consists of 
4-by-4 upright posts with 3 rows of cedar 
wood panels running between them. The 
boards are reinforced by 3. strands of 
wire. This type of fencing is sufficiently 
strong to hold both horses and cattle. 

The care and management of stallions 
in Ireland is similar to American methods. 
Stallions are allowed to excercise them- 
selves at will in large paddocks. A few 
stallions are lunged, but seldom excercised 
under saddle. At the Irish National Stud. 
*Black Rock is excercised under saddle. 
Mr. Overton of the Fort Union Stud 
never permits his studs to work under 
saddle during the breeding season. He 
felt that a heavy boy creates added strain

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on an area that is vital for stallion vigor. 
During the breeding season, a vigorous 
stallion will cover an average of 40 mares. 
Mr. Overton occasionally will double up 
on a stallion, and he does not rest the 
horse on the day before or after the dou- 
ble service. He believes that a horse in 
his natural state would cover 2 mares on 
the same day with little harmful effect. 


Early Handling of Foals 


Foals are handled immediately after 
foaling. In the first week they are hal- 
tered and taught to lead. For the most 
part, foals are weaned in September. 
Yearlings being prepared for the sales 
are walked 4 times a day for a period of 
6 weeks, and are groomed during this 
time. As in America, yearlings are 
shipped to the sales in a fat condition. 

Commander Peter Fitz Gerald, who man- 
ages the Mondellihy Stud, thinks that 
the quibble over whether a horse was 
Irish-bred or English-bred was much ado 
about nothing. The Commander felt that, 
since the 2 countries are so close together, 
it mattered very little whether the horse 
was foaled in Ireland or in England. Dur- 
ing World War II the Commander served 
in the Royal Navy. While his ship was 
in Charleston, S. C., for several weeks 
under repair, he got in touch with Hum- 
phrey S. Finney, who arranged a little 
fox-hunting in Virginia, a visit to the 
Maryland Hunt Cup course at Glyndon, 
and a trip to Pimlico. This holiday in the 
United States is regarded by the Com- 
mander as one of his most enjoyable 
Visits. 

The longevity of horsemen in Ireland is 
phenomenal. Mr. Overton, manager of 


the Fort Union Stud, whose son recently 
worked with Dr. Charles E. Hagyard in 
Lexington, has been engaged in stud farm 
work for 68 years. Tom Lynch, of the 
Irish National Stud, has worked there for 
55 years, starting when he was 13 years 
old. It must be the weather.

EUROPE 
Ladies’ Week 


Paris. Sir Victor Sassoon led the win- 
ning-owners list in Great Britain on Sat- 
urday, October 12. with 19 winners of 26 
races and £58,522. The Queen was second, 
with 15 winners of 25 races and £57,368. 
In the following week Sir Victor’s score 
was unchanged, but the Queen won 3 more 
races. reaching a total of £60.887. The 
royal stable won with 3 3-year-olds — the 
gelding Agreement, the colt Doutelle, and 
the filly Mulberry Harbour. 


Agreement (Persian Gulf—Northern 
Hope. by Borealis) had won the Coventry 
Stakes and the 1%g-mile Newmarket St. 
Leger in 4 previous starts this year. He 
scored again at 13g miles in the Lowther 
Stakes at Newmarket on October 17. 

Doutelle (Prince Chevalier—A bove 
Board, by Straight Deal), winner of the 
Derby Trial Stakes but unplaced in the 
big race. was favorite for the 114-mile 
Cumberland Lodge Stakes at Ascot Octo- 
ber 12. and he won by a length and a half 
from Bellborough (Mossborough—Church 
Bell, by Rose Prince), which had been 
second in the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes. 


Mulberry Harbour (Sicambre—Open 
Warfare, by Umidwar) had won her first 
2 races this year, including the Cheshire 
Oaks, but had been unplaced in the Oaks 
and Coronation Stakes. Favorite in the 
13,-mile Newmarket Oaks on October 15, 
she won with the greatest ease, beating 
Alor Star (Alycidon—Belle of All, by 
*Nasrullah) by 4 lengths. 


The Leading 2-Year-Old Tests 


In the 6-furlong Cheveley Park Stakes, 
Newmarket’s traditional championship 
test for 2-year-old fillies, there was no con- 
test for Rich and Rare (Rockefella— 
Palmy Days. by Epigram), which had 
won 4 races, including the Windsor Castle 
Stakes, and had been second once. This 
time she won by 3 lengths from Abelia 
(Abernant—Queen of Peru, by Big 
Game), which 10 days later led all the 
way in the 5-furlong Cornwallis Stakes at 
Ascot, defeating some of the best colts. 

Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s American-bred 
Neptune II (Crafty Admiral—Timely 
Tune, by Eight Thirty), winner of the 
Prix Robert Papin and Prix Morny, start- 
ed favorite in the Middle Park Stakes on 
October 15. He led the way into the last 
furlong, then was beaten half a length by 
Major Portion (Court Martial—Better 
Half, by Mieuxce), winner of the Lons- 
dale Produce Stakes and Chesham Stakes 
in his only previous starts. The Cham- 
pagne Stakes winner Kelly (Panorama— 


Cottesmore, by Blue Peter) was third, 2 
lengths back. 

The Middle Park result gave Major 
Portion first ranking among British colts, 
but racing journalists still accord highest 
honors among the fillies, to Pin-wheel 
(Pinza—Cyclorama, by Panorama), win- 
ner of the 6-furlong Imperial Produce 
Stakes at Kempton in her only start. 

Sandiacre (Torbido—Snow Bunting, by 
Blue Peter), a 5-year-old gelding under 
106 pounds, won the 214-mile Cesarewitch 
at Newmarket October 16, beating the 
Ebor Handicap winner Morecambe (Moss- 
borough—Clara Barton, by *Coastal Traf- 
fic) by half a length. The winner was 
receiving 12 pounds from the second. This 
was the only one of the big races disputed 
since the first of October that went to an 
older horse; 3-year-olds took the 13¢-mile 
Jockey Club Stakes and the 114-mile 
Champion Stakes. 


Rose Royale at Newmarket 


An almost untried colt, Alexis (Alyci- 
don—Participation, by Precipitation), was 
third favorite for the Jockey Club 
Stakes, after the St. Leger second Court 
Harwell (Prince Chevalier—Neutron, by 
Hyperion) and the Irish St. Leger winner 
Ommeyad (Hyperion—Minaret, by Umid- 
war). He headed the 4-year-old Court 
Command about 3 furlongs from the post, 
but then yielded a half-length advantage 
to Court Harwell. Omeyyad was third, 
three-quarters of a length farther back. 

The Champion Stakes field was com- 
prised of 5 3-year-olds and 2 older horses, 
Fric and Tribord, both from France. Big 
favorite was Ballymoss, second in the 
Derby, winner of the Irish Derby and 
Doncaster St. Leger; he ran unaccount- 
ably, finishing a distant sixth. The one 
filly at the start was the One Thousand 
Guineas winner Rose Royale (Prince Bio 
—*Rose of Yeroda, by Nearco), fresh 
from a splendid victory in the Prix du 
Moulin de Longchamp. 

Fric led the way into the last furlong, 
where he fell back to third place. Rose 
Royale won by 6 lengths, in a common 
canter, and No Complaint (Greek Star— 
Tiger’s Bay, by Nosegay) was second, 
half a length ahead of Fric. Tempest and 
Bellborough were next, and Ballymoss had 
only Tribord behind him at the finish. 

Rose Royale joined illustrious company 
in becoming the fifth 3-year-old filly to 
win the Champion Stakes. The only 
others were Jannette in 1878, Chatelaine 
in 1933 (dead heat), Rockfel in 1938, 
and *Hycilla in 1944 — curiously enough, 
all Oaks winners. 


Thila at Longchamp 


Another exceptional performance by a 
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3-year-old filly was that of Thila (Mag- 
nat—Thilde, by Arjaman) in the 1%%- 
mile Prix du Conseil Municipal at Long- 
champ October 20. The race, under al- 
lowance conditions, had a field of 13 3- 
year-olds and 6 older horses, and the 
younger runners took the first 5 places. 
the German filly leading all the way and 
winning by 3 lengths without ever being 
challenged. The Grand Prix de Deauville 
second, Vacarme (Vandale—Hajibibi, by 
Panipat), made up an enormous distance 
to finish second. Third was the favored 
Prince Taj (Prince Bio—Malindi, by 
Nearco), and fourth the Prix Juigne win- 
ner Le Tricolore. 

Thila is the best of her age and sex in 
Germany this year, and was second-best 
last year. In 1957 she has made 11 starts 
and won 8 races, including the Schwarz- 
gold-Rennen (One Thousand Guineas), 
Preis der Diana (Oaks), and recently the 
Preis der Duesseldorfer Industrie und 
Wirtschaft. One of her defeats was in 
the German Derby, but in the summer 
she gave a 5-length beating to Windfang, 
later winner of the Grosser Preis von 


Baden. 


Without Braque in the field, or even 
Tissot, the 114-mile Premio del Jockey 
Club at Milan October 20 was left to the 
second flight of Italian runners and 2 
French-trained horses, Cobetto and the 
3-year-old handicapper Big Warrior. The 
winner was the 3-year-old Ismone (Sky 
High—Indigofera, by Navarro), which 
had taken the one-mile Premio Federico 
Tesio at Rome; it was his seventh victory 
in 10 starts this year. Second, a length 
back, was Chitet (Aristeo—Chiloe, by 
Orsenigo), which had been second to 
Braque in the Derby Italiano. The French 
colt Big Warrior (Warrior—Seliana, by 
Louqsor) was third, the Premio Ambro- 
siano winner Etrusque fourth.

Addenda 


Epsom authorities, in an effort to rein- 
state the Derby as the richest 3-year-old 
race in Europe, have doubled the added 
money and the entry fees. They had 
been putting up £5,000, and the owners 
about £15,000. Now they plan to offer 
£10,000, and they expect the owners to 
contribute about £30,000. 

Prince Aly Khan’s American-bred Toi 
et Moi, 2-year-old chestnut filly by Sun 
Again—Bug Bug, by Gallant Fox, won 
the Prix Aethelstan at Maisons-Lafitte 
on October 4. The filly was bred by 
Joseph M. Madden. 

With the unbeaten Carapalida out of 
action because of a foot injury, a field 
of 20 3-year-olds turned out for Argen- 
tina’s Derby, the Gran Premio Nacional, 
at Palermo on October 6. Los Laureles 
stable’s Picado (Petrarca—Albixera, by 
Soupcon) won by a nose from Fomento 
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FRIDAY, NOV. 15.

BOOKS 


PEB’S EQUINE COMEDY, cartoons by 
Pierre E. Bellocq from the Morning Tele- 
graph and Daily Racing Form. Random 
House, New York. $3.50. 


Racing has had many good _ painters 
and a few good cartoonists and carica- 
turists, but none of the latter group has 
been of American origin. *Peb, though he 
is still a young man, had demonstrated, 
long before he came from France to the 
U. S., his exceptional skill in conveying 
ideas with a few good lines of the drawing 
pen. His Equine Comedy combines an 
anthropomorphic view of the race horse 
with a more or less hippomorphic view 
of humanity, the horse coming off with 
a slight edge in the results. 

The humor usually is of an innocent 
nature, since no other kind of humor is 
believed to be good for racing, or good 
for any other American institution. Per- 
haps the only approaches to the incisive, or 
diabolical, type of humor are in a drawing 
where a stupid-looking steward, working 
a cross-word puzzle, asks a_ stupider- 
looking steward for a 5-letter word mean- 
ing quadruped, and another where a 
stupid announcer, after watching horses 
run head-and-head to the last stride, asks 
the jockey, “when did you think you had 
the race won?” But Peb manages to be 
thoroughly amusing, even under double 
wraps. 


THE SPANISH RIDING SCHOOL. by 
Mathilde Windisch-Graetz. With numer- 
ous photographic illustrations, some in 
color. A. S. Barnes and Company. $10. 


The excellent photographs taken by 
Princess Windisch-Graetz at the Piber 
stud and at various exhibitions of the 
white Lipizzan horses constitute the 
major portion of this quarto volume. The 
35 pages of text touch only lightly upon 
the history of the breed and the methods 
of training, but, along with the photo- 
graphs, they bring the reader a close-up 
view of a unique and beautiful breed. 

“My object,” the author says, “is sim- 
ply to show how old is the tradition .. . 
and to illustrate how the exercises per- 
formed at the displays are inseparably 
connected with the old methods of com- 
bat as we see them reproduced in paint- 
ings and other works of art, and indeed 
with the natural movements of the young 
spirited horse at play.”

Los AnGELEs. Foals at J. H. Ryan’s 
Northridge Farms are city-breds. for the 
acreage lies within the Los Angeles city 
limits. But that doesn’t affect their Thor- 
oughbred qualities. *Alibhai’s first stakes 
winner, Style Prince. was foaled at North- 
ridge. So was Fault Free. the first stake 
winner by Faultless. and Boston Moon. 
the first by *Hunter’s Moon IV to win a 
stakes. 

Ryan’s San Fernando Valley acreage is 
like that of any other Thoroughbred farm, 
offering a full range of services on a high 
plane. The valley once was dotted with 
Thoroughbred farms. Then a_ booming 
population stirred subdividers in- 
creased land values which. along with 
mounting taxes. forced most breeders to 
less populous areas. But not Ryan. 

“A reproduction of improvements I 
have here would more than offset the 
increase in land value.” he said. “The 
particular area we are in is zoned for 
agriculture, not to be sold in less than 
10-acre plots. so subdividers are shut out. 
We're also set off by streets and a flood- 
control canal, and the barns are 200 to 
300 feet back from streets. We'll continue 
to operate here indefinitely.” 

The bedding is of pine wood shavings 
instead of straw, a concession to the Los

Angeles fire department after a stack of 
used bedding caught fire and proved a 
stubborn adversary. 

“The shavings are more expensive.” 
Ryan said, “but are much less inflam- 
mable when stacked. and they serve as a 
fly repellent in the stalls. We have a 
regular fly-control program but we like 
anything which will help keep down flies. 
The used shavings are excellent as fertil- 
izer, too, going into the ground even easier 
than straw.” 


Room for 200 Horses 


Ryan’s basic theory that “nothing is too 
good for Thoroughbreds” is readily ap- 
parent on Northridge’s 137 acres and the 
62 acres in its companion Ryana Ranch 
a few miles away. There are 117 box 
stalls at Northridge. 22 at Ryana. a 6- 
furlong training track. miles of 2-by-6 
fencing and pipes, and a network of paved 
reads. 

The white fences and barns, permanent 
pasture, ,and satin-coated Thoroughbreds 
provide a setting which is in constant de- 
mand by the producers of motion pictures 
and television commercials. 

For health reasons, Ryan dispersed his 
own stock last year, but there is little 
slackening in activity, with 9 stallions 
standing at Northridge and some 40 


horses in training, besides the broodmares 
and young stock. 

Most of the stud paddocks, each an acre 
or more in size, range around the base of 
a knoll on which the Ryan home is sit- 
uated. Twenty-foot lanes divide the pad- 
docks, and their elevation permits the 
studs to see other horses without being 
se close as to cause fretting. 

“We can easily take care of 200 horses 
at the 2 farms.” said Ryan. “At weaning 
time. we move the fillies to Ryana, and 
also keep late-foaling mares there as 
well as horses sent here from the track 
for freshening up. 

“A lot of the horses we get have been 
fired or blistered. We pick them up, put 
them into light training, and usually take 
them up to within 30 days of a race be- 
fore they are returned to the track. We 
constantly add soil to the training track 
to keep it in top condition, and horses 
can be galloped there safely even during 
rainy periods. 

“We are proud of the fact that we hold 
the record in the West for having foaled, 
bred, broken, and trained more winners 
than any ranch operated for public pa- 
tronage.” 

Ryan, a native of Mississippi. left a 
real estate business and chain of music 
schools to go into the horse business at 
Ryana in 1938. The nucleus of a few 
broodmares grew until in 1943 he acquired 
Northridge from the Devonshire Corpora- 
tion of Barbara Stanwyck and Zeppo 


t Ryan plans to operate there indefinite- 


ly. The taxes are high, but the owner feels that the cost of reproducing his improvements elsewhere would offset the high 
price he could get for the farm on the market. Ryan said the 2 farms (199 acres) can accommodate about 200 horses. 
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This picture is of one of the training barns at Northridge Farms. There are 117 
box stalls at Northridge and 22 others at a companion place, Ryana Ranch. 
Owner J. H. Ryan feels that he can take care of approximately 200 horses. 


Marx. His present home was purchased 
in 1952 from Adrian, dress designer and 
husband of Janet Gaynor. Ryan_ re- 
modeled the place extensively. 


“Corn Is the Greatest” 


Sitting on a lawn, atop the knoll, Ryan 
pointed out various stallions and talked 
about Northridge’s general layout. 


“You’ve got to put something into a 
horse in the way of feed and care. if you 


expect it to amount to anything on the 
track or in the nursery later. 

“We grain everything on the farm. use 
a lot of cracked corn and amino acids as 
well as oats. Stallions get wheat germ oil. 


Creeps are used for mares with foals. 


The foals get powdered milk and crushed 
cats almost at once, with bran and other 
supplements added when they are 3 weeks 
to a month old, and then ground corn a 
little later. Weanlings, until they are 
broken, get wheat germ, linseed, and cod 
liver oils, as well as the amino acids. 

“I think corn is the greatest feed there 
is. It builds muscle and bone and does 
not put cholesterol into the blood. Year- 
lings get corn all the time, even a little 
when in training. The rest of the horses at 
the farm do not get it during the warmer 
months, nor do we feed it to horses in 
training, other than yearlings. The corn 
is mixed with oats, of course. 

“For hay. we use alfalfa for brood- 
mares, oat and timothy for horses in train- 
ing. I consider good hay as vitally im- 
portant to the well being of a horse, and 
alfalfa is the best there is. It is well for-

tified with phosphorous and calcium and 
is high in protein. We buy hay but once 
a year, all of it being analyzed before the 
contract is signed. Grain is delivered 
twice a week and mixed at the farm. 


“For pasture. we sow tall fescue, or- 
chard grass, perennial rye, alfalfa, a little 
timothy. and 4 kinds of clover. The alfalfa 
and clovers are good for the first couple 
ot years, after which the others take over. 
We tried southern and prairie broom 
grass, but they didn’t do well out here. 


Opposed to Many Syndicates 


“Two-by-six fencing is used for the pas- 
tures, which range up to 10 acres in size. 
The trees are eucalyptus and pepper, with 
a very few oaks. We've found that oaks 
harbor ticks. Droppings are picked up 
each day in all pastures. 

“Stallions are exercised under tack or 
gypped. They are never bred more than 
once a day and rarely on Sundays. After 
each mating. the stallion is washed down 
to take away the smell of the mare. 

“T don’t believe in syndicates, for | want 
to control my own stallions. Also, I think 
syndicating has been carried too far. In 
some instances the practice tends to cause 
syndicate members to continue breeding 
to a stallion even when he has proved a 
failure after full opportunities. 

“Foals are photographed shortly after 
they are dropped and again when weaned, 
with markings noted each time. Foals 
and nearly all the other horses are put 
up at night until the weather gets mild. 

“There are 2 barns of 20 stalls each 
for horses in training. All barns are 
washed down periodically with strong lye 
water. after which they are disinfected 
and painted . . The fly control pro-

gram includes spraying of trees as well 
as buildings. 

“For irrigation, we use overhead sprink- 
lers entirely, irrigating every 9 or 10 days. 
I prefer the overhead system because it 
washes the grass where flood irrigating 
doesn’t. 

“The grass is analyzed every 4 to 6 
months, and occasionally when we find the 
soil getting low on elements such as phos- 
phorous or potash they are added imme- 
diately. We also have found that a lot of 
soil in the West is deficient in iodine, 
and we supplement this in the feed. 

“During peak operations, we employ 
some 50 men. Flavio Lomax has_ been 
the farm manager for 10 years.” 


9 Stallions in Service 


Standing at Northridge are Blue Read- 
ing. Fault Free. Apple Valley, Call Bell, 
Royal Rage. Bullfighter, Quick Wink, 
*Matosta and *Duke of Mala. Premier 
sire until his death in July was *Read- 
ing II. 

“Reading II had a full book each year 
we stood him. Bullfighter and Quick 
Wink belong to Mr. and Mrs. Travis 
M. Kerr. Royal Rage to my daughter, 
Mrs. Rosemary Jordan; Call Bell to Miss 
Mary Strnad; *Mafosta to Ronald 
Graham. and *Duke of Mala to Mr. and 
Mrs. George Burrows. 

“The stud fees range from $500 to 
$1.000, and we think any breeder can find 
the qualities he’s looking for in a sire 
among those at Northridge, and at a rea- 
sonable price. 

“Apple Valley was cut out to be a good 
race horse. but he had troubles from the 
beginning. so that he actually was able 
te race only about 9 months in his entire 
career. He was hurt as a yearling and 
didn’t start until he was 3, winning his 
first race. Then he got some gravel in a 
foot and osselets began to plague him, and 
finally he knocked some teeth loose com- 
ing out of the starting gate. But he could 
run when he was fit. 

“His dam. Blue Alibi, was third in the 
1944 Arlington Lassie Stakes at Chicago 
when still a maiden. Expression won the 
Lassie that year. It was interesting, then, 
that Expression’s good son Straight Face 
flew out here for the 1954 Maturity at 
Santa Anita which Blue Alibi’s son, Apple 
Valley, won. It sort of turned the tables, 
10 years later.” 

Ryan’s knowledge of all phases of the 
breeding farm is thorough and deep, and 
he likes to keep in touch with details. 
For travel over the farms, he has several 
battery-powered vehicles of the sort that 
golfers use. These are quick starters, and 
he likes quick starters.
